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DETAILED ACTION 

This communication is in response to amendment received on 9/3/09. 
Claims 1 - 5 and 7 - 12 are presented for examination. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 - 5 and 7 - 12 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As to claims 1 
- 5 and 7-12, the prior art fails to show a recording controller operable to control the 
recording of one or more selected images according to a first result of an image 
recognition executed by the image recognizer on the image taken by the imager and the 
at least one received image, and a second result associated with a priority ranking 
applied to the image taken by the imager and the at least one received image: and a 
data separation portion operable to separate two images when the at least one received 
image taken by and transmitted from the at least one external imaging apparatus 
comprises the two images, wherein the separated two images are received by the 
recording controller. These features taken together with the other limitations of the 
claim renders the claims allowable over prior art.
